A few sections partly finished mi.\^^ 


in with a nice lot of honey will hurt the 
sale of the whole. That which lacks a 
very little of being finished can be sort- 
ed into H lot by itself and sold for a 
lower pru-e. 
There are two ways to 


pioceed with those unfinished sections 
that you do not want to sell, says The 
American Bee Journal. 
Ono way is to 


extract the liouey out of them, tho other 
is to let, tho bees rob it out. In either 
case let the bees do tho finishing, for a 
section is not fit to be nyed the following 
season that has not been thoroughly 
cleaned out by the bees. Pile tho supers 
of sections where the bees can get si 
them, protonling them from, the rain 
and allowing entrance for only ono 01 
two bees at a time. If you allow tlie 
bees free access by a large entrance, 
you will very likely find tlie sections 
torn to pieces by tho bees. 


If your unfinished sections have been 


kept nice ami clean ami have "been thor- 
oughly cleaned out by the bees, the} 
will be valuable for "bait" next season. 
Indeed, if you have enough of them for 
your whole crop, your crop should hi. 
larger, ou tlie same principle that you 
can get more extracted than comb honey.

When tho ii-istures begin to fail in late 


fuituincr, The 'Western Farmer advises 
that tho pumpkin crop bo drawn on for 
a supplemental ration. It is not neces- 
nary to wait until they ripen, as they 
seem about as valuable when green as 
when ripe and will do much to keep uv 
the flow of milk in the dairy. When 
beginning to feed tlio pigs new corn, also 
feed them hbeially of the pumpkins. 
This will keep them in good condition, 
counteracting iuvc-riisli inclination of the 
corn, aiding diaeation and apparently, ii 
a medicinal way, warding off disease, 
many rbumiiig that a herd of pigs that 
can h.-f-ve all the pumpkins tliev will eiit 
are sate from cholera or swine plague. 
While t'nis may be too great a claim, it 
in undoubtedly true that they will not 
bo so apt to t nntract disease. By a little 
care, such us covering the pile with straw 
or putting them into a warm corner of 
tlio burn, pumpkins may bo kopt quite 
up to the holidays in good" feeding condi- 
tion.
